LONDON, Jan. 20.--Reuters News 
Agency today said it understood Rt. 
Hon. J. H. Thomas, secre‘ary of 
state for the dominions, had replied 
to representations by Hon. G. How- 
ard Ferguson, Canadian high com- 
missioner to Great Britain, respect- 
ing reported proposals on the part 
of British timber importers to bring 
in large shipments of Russian 
timber, 

No definite information was avail- 
able concerning the proposed im- 
pertations, Reuters said. 

The Lendon Times teday pub- 
lished an editorial strongly con- 
demning the reported move on the 
part of British timber interests. 

“The strongest public indigna- 
tion will be aroused by the proposed 
contract.” the Times said. “Im- 
portations of Soviet timber should 
be prohibited until conditions under 
which it is cut and transported have 
been drastically improved. In any 
case it would be sheer folly to allow 
a promising industry in western 
Canada to be crushed by wholesale 
dumping of the produce of Russian 
convict labor. 

“The government will be expected 
te deal with the menace firmly and 
to seek the necessary powers if they 
do not already possess them,” the 
editorial concluded.

PRACTICALITIES GOVERN 

On paper, the proposal that the federal 

e force shall undertake the duty of 
enforcing law in Alberta, for the enforce- 
ment of which the Government of Alberta 
is solely and directly responsible, is utter- 
ly ‘Hlogical. Against it there may be urged 
all the theoretical objections to divided 
authority and relegated responsibility. The 
principle cannot be ignored that a govern- 
ment should employ and control its own 
agents for the carrying out of its admin- 
istrative duties. 

But against all such objections stands 
the record of the Mounted Police. This 
body built up and has maintained a repu- 
tation as an impartial and efficient instru- 
ment for the enforcement of law. The 
Mounties policed Alberta for many years 
after the province was organized, and a 
provincial force might never have come 
into existence but for the decision of the 
Dominion Government to make an end to 
the arrangement. And in the neighboring 
province of Saskatchewan the Mounted 
Police have been doing the duties of a pro- 
wincjal force for the last three years, 
seemingly with satisfaction. 

In these days practicalities have to 
take precedence, even at the expense of 
disregarding some established canons. If 
Alberta can save a substantial amount by 
having its police work done by the federal 
force, the record of that force is assurance 
that the work will be properly done. And 
should such an arrangement be made the 
Provincial Government will continue to be 
as completely accountable for the efficient 
administration of justice as it 3 
There is no way of transferring or lessen- 
ing that responsibility.
